War yesterday intruded into the marts 
where the ticker tapes run. 

Contrary to all expectations, which were for 
a curtailed domestic market and a slow upturn 
in “war babies” and commodities, the market 
yesterday experienced one of the greatest up- 
surges in history. 

It was one of the greatest days since 1929, 
ten years ago, when the bottom dropped out of 
things and the “golden glow” of the post-war 
days turned dark and died. 

If the United States.can keep out of war, 
and if the neutrality law is amended so that 
belligerent nations may come in their own 
ships to buy goods, the United States will wax 
fat on the profits from grains, cotton, indus- 
trial copper, steel and iron, and from food 
commodities. 

It is not too much to say that WPA will be 
wiped out if the war drags on for two or three 
years, as well it may. There would be enough 
employment to take up all except those unem- 
ployable because of physical or mental con- 
ditions. 

It was believed that because of the heavy 
surpluses of foodstuffs and commodities, the 
price rise would be less spectacular. It is ap- 
parent we are quitting an era of surpluses 
and moving toward one of deficits. The very 
fact that our industry has had a 10-year period 
of “unused” capacity, plus the fact that we 
have a large unemployment slack to take up, 
should mean less tendency to inflationary 
action. Heavier government taxes, with a prob- 
able tax on war profits, also should mitigate 
against inflation. 

Great Britain and France have an estimated 
eight billion dollars in gold and securities for 
purchasing credit in the United States. In 
the last war they spent fourteen billion. 

We are in for a boom. 

As soon as war ends we will be in for a 
depression. 

It will be interesting to see what our lead- 
ers do. It will provide the opportunity for 
some real national planning. 

We will know that the boom was supplied 
by the war; that the deficit in goods, commodi- 
ties and foods will not remain deficits, but will 
soon become surpluses. It will be up to us, in 
times of plenty, to prepare for the falling off 
in work and the gathering of surpluses. 
——The—pressure from business and industry 
will cause congress to take some definite action 
in modifying the neutrality law toward the 
regulations provided by international law. 
With Russia already on record as being pre- 
pared to sell all things to all men; with Italy 
in a similar position, at least for the moment, 
the United States may be forced to take some 
Such action, 

It is reasonably sure we will, however, keep 
our own merchant marine clear of any ship- 
ment of munitions or articles of war. The buy- 
ers will find it necessary to provide their own 
ships. 

The problem is a complex one. It has its 
political side. If a boom comes and if unem- 
ployment vanishes, if we remain out of the 
war, it will be much more difficult to unseat 
Mr. Roosevelt and the Democratic party. The 
“Roosevelt Luck” seems to hit in the pinches. 


Crime and Parole 

Much food for serious thought recently was 
presented in Atlanta by Bruce Airey, president 
of the Southeastern State Probation and Pa- 
role Conference. Addressing members of the 
Kiwanis Club, Airey spoke of crime and crimi- 
nals, and the twin problems of parole and pro- 
bation. What he said can well be mulled over 
by all citizens. 

Airey pointed out that crime now costs the 
United States approximately $15,000,000,000 a 
year. Who foots this tremendous bill? The 
public, of course. 

Punishment, Airey said, should fit the 
criminal, and not the crime. The answer to 
this country’s crime problem, he continued, is 
not severe punishment, but rather a scientific 
parole and probation program that will reha- 
bilitate the criminal and enable him to make 
a respected place for himself in society after 
his release. To further that aim, Airey believes 
no prisoner should be freed except under su- 
pervision of a parole officer who will determine 
whether or not the parolee can readjust him- 


~~ 


Airey clinches this argument by comparing 
costs of keeping a prisoner in jail and super- 
vising his parole. In New York state it costs 
more than $500 a year to keep a prisoner. But 
it costs only slightly more than $63 a year to 
supervise a parolee. In New Jersey, supervised 
parole is less costly, as little as $20 a year per 
person. 

Opponents of parole and probation have 
good arguments on their side, too. They point 
to the many defects in the system. Granting 
these defects, it seems reasonable that meth- 
ods can be worked out which would solve an 
important phase of the really grave crime 
problem. To help find the right way is the 
duty of all citizens. 


Italy Is Important 

It is not generally known that Italy had 
more trained troops than Germany, nor that 
Italy possessed 7,000 planes, as many as Eng- 
land and more than France. 

Therefore the fact that Italy is neutral 
is of prime importance. It works to the advan- 
tage and the disadvantage of the Allies. 

Italy, because of the intensive training since 
the war, had an estimated 7.4 million “edu- 
cated” troops. Germany, where military train- 
ing was forbidden for a number of years, had 
an estimated 3.1 million trained and ready. 

Italy and Germany together could Offer 
11,300,000 trained troops against 8,700,000 by 
France and England. England had but a 
million trained troops, England never having 
had compulsory military training. France had 
about six million trained troops and two addi- 
tional million in reserves. 

Hence, it immediately may be seen that 
France and England have more trained troops. 
When Italy held out of the fray, Germany was 
left with only her own troo&s, less than 
4,000,000. These figures deal with trained 
troops and do not include the untrained re- 
serves already called to action for training. 

If the Spanish frontier need no longer be 
guarded, as General Franco has notified France, 
then more French troops are to be released. 
Spain became neutral when the Russian pact 
was made. Italy may have held out without 
that pact, being not at all enthusiastic about 
going to war, but the Russian pact did not 
help the Fuehrer in Italy. To date the Russian 
pact looks like an error, not a coup. 

Italy is a handicap in that as long as she 
is neutral supplies may reach Germany through 
Italy. And as long as Italy is neutral, the Allied 
troops may not march across Italy. During the 
World War the Austrians were able to defend 
the Brenner pass. It is believed that today a 
French, English and Italian army could march 
through that pass. 

The greatest difficulty facing the Allies lies 
in the fact that the Siegfried line must be 
passed if there is to be a real advance in the 
west. Despite reports of advances there, it is 
not believed possible that France and England 
can take that line without weeks of intensive 
effort at the cost of about 800,000 or 1,000,000 
lives. 

If Italy will but swing to the Allied side, 
the drive will begin at the Brenner pass. 

Italy is important—from any viewpoint. 


Alaska, the Undeveloped 


Seventy-two years ago the United States 
purchased “Alaska, containing 590,000 square 
miles of territory, from Russia, at the rate of 
seven cents per acre. It was looked upon by 
most people as a wasteland inhabited only by 
Eskimos, Indians and wolves. It was regarded 
as a “poor” investment. 

Within the fortnight, however, the Depart- 
ment of the Interior released its 94-page re- 
port on the present status of this outlying pos- 
session. It certainly is no wasteland, although 
it may truthfully be called “the last American 
frontier.’ And, to quote from the report, “its 
planned development is an inescapable moral 
obligation.” 

The last time Alaska arrested the attention 
of the people was five years ago when some 
200 families, principally from Minnesota, set 
out for the Matanuska valley to start life 
anew under the helpful hand of the United 
States government. Although a great deal of 
fun was made of this venture at the time, 165 
of the resettled families are now making a 
comfortable living, according to the report. 
Some have netted as high as $6,000 per year. 

One rugged individual, Matanuska’s real go- 
getter and money-maker, Walter G. Pippel, has 
built up a steatly income of more than $200 per 
week farming and reinvesting his profits in a 
variety of going businesses which he has es- 
tablished. When agents of the colony insisi- 
ed that he remain in the co-operative, indi- 
vidualist Pippel refused, resigned, paid up his 
loans and vacated the colony. He now op- 
erates independently and, according to reports, 
quite profitably . 

It is interesting to note, to again refer to 
the report, that less than 3 per cent of Alaska 
is always under ice and snow; that some towns 
are cooler in summer and warmer in winter 
than many of the largest cities in the United 
States. Alaska, it should be recalled, is in the 
same latitude with Finland and Sweden. It has 
65,000 square miles of land suitable for farm- 
ing. In 1930 only 14 square miles were under 
cultivation. It is rich in gold, silver and cop- 
per and has the only tin deposits in United 
States territory. It has large untapped pe- 
troleum resources. 

Alaska has a population of only 60,000 peo- 
ple. Yet, in 1938, this territory bought $45,000,- 
000 worth of United States products. This was 
more than was purchased by Denmark, Nor- 
way, Poland, Finland, Spain, Portugal, Hun- 
gary, Ireland or Switzerland—all with tremen- 
dously greater populations. Due to this small 
population the cost of living, the cost of trans- 
portation, the cost of production continues 
high. These factors mitigate against steady 
immigration and the population remains prac- 
tically stationery. 

If, however, as pointed out in the report of 
the Department of the Interior, a comprehen- 
sive planned development were undertaken by 
the governmnt—and this seems to be the only 
alternative to remaining at a standstill—it is 
not to be doubted that Alaska would eventual- 
ly take its place among the more advanced 
nations of the far-northern world.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

THE ISSUES ARE CLARIFIED WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.— 


When the President asks con- 
gress to revise (or perhaps repeal) the ill-considered neutrality act, 
he will have on his side the fact that the issue has been thoroughly 
clarified. And there is little doubt that the act would have been 
revised at the last congressional session if the senators and rep- 
resentatives had foreseen any such tragic clarification as has now 
taken place. 

Take, for example, the case of two senators on the foreign re- 
lations committee who joined the isolationists voting to defer re- 
visionary action, thus withholding the arms which the European 
democracies so desperately need. 

Guy M. Gillette, Democrat, of Iowa, a decent, thoroughly high- 
minded man who had given much thought to the problem, was 
actually the author of a senate bill closely paralleling the house 
measure which the foreign relations committee was asked to report. 
Furthermore, his bill was written with the advice and help of Sec- 
retary of State Cordell Hull. But the senate controversy so plagued 
and troubled him that, the day before the committee vote, he de- 
clared that he would vote “yes” whether the motion was to revise 
or postpone revision. By an incredible bungle of the administration 
leadership, the motion was to postpone, and Gillette’s single vote 
gave the victory to the isolationists. 


THE MIASMA Gillette will support neutrality revision next 
time, unless he has completely changed his mind. 
Even more remarkable, however, is the case of the Republican 
Wallace White, of Maine. Also an excellent and well-intentioned 
senator, he is a man of strongly anti-isolationist views, and, like 
Gillette, has conferred long and earnestly with Secretary Hull. 
Unfortunately, he is a friend and admirer of Senators Borah, 
Vandenberg, Johnson, of California, and most of the other isola- 
tionist leaders. Shortly before the neutrality issue came to a head, 


the isolationists held a sort of rally, to which they invited White. 


He went along—just for the buggy ride, as it were—and then found 
his name appended to an isolationist manifesto. Not wanting to 
seem to desert his friends, hammered by such prophets as Borah, 
who blandly declared there was no chance of trouble this summer, 
he finally decided to plump for postponement. 

White’s decision was taken in spite of a belief that, in case of 
European conflict, this country ought not to stop at passively per- 
mitting the democracies to use its resources, but ought actively to 
aid them with arms and supplies. The curious miasma produced in 
the minds of Gillette, and White by the turmoils of the end-of- 
session must now have been rudely dispelled. The two men are 
important, for, if they change, they will change the senate foreign 
relations committee. But they are not alone. 


LESSON OF HONOR | : 
if the President continues to heckle con- 


gress, neutrality revision will become much more difficult. Since 
he is perfectly correct in his recent statement that certain Repub- 
licans made revision a partisan issue (Minorty Leader Charles L. 
McNary actually expressed the view to Majority Leader Alben W. 
Barkley), it is hard to blame the President. Yet, although he would 
be more tactful to be silent, the fears of those who have reproved 
him seem somewhat exaggerated. 

The extent of revisionist sentiment in congress is constantly 
underrated. For example, Senator Robert Taft, of Ohio, a strong 
isolationist in principle, is an equally strong believer in letting the 
democracies purchase arms in this country. So is Representative 
James W. Wardsworth, another Republican universally acknowl- 
edged to be one of the ablest and least factious men in congress. So 
is such a senate Republican stalwart as Warren R. Austin, of Ver- 
mont. Early in the last session, even Senator Vandenberg himself 
was wavering, and it may be that he too will have changed his 
mind in the light of events. 

When such important members of the opposition are ready to side 
with the President, the partisan appeal of the Republican leaders 
cannot be sustained. Meanwhile, the overwhelming public opinion 
indicated by the Gallup poll cannot be ignored by congress, and the 
mounting horror of events will teach its harsh lesson. Altogether, 
those who have viewed with alarm the President’s rather boyish 
“I told you so” would appear to be seeing bogeys under the bed.

No Orders If Your Cook 
Hates Him 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


There are tricks in all trades, as you know, and this includes the 
trade of statecraft. In government, as in business, the “insiders” 
have powers and privileges scarcely suspected by private citizens 
and certainly not shared by them. 


In England there is a government within the government. Pre- 
miers and cabinets come and go, but highly-trained men of the civil 
service carry on without interruption, and these handle the business 
of the empire. 

That is true, in a measure, of our own country. Experts in the 
State Department are fixtures. And while the secretary is not sup- 
posed to act without the approval of the President, and underlings 
are not supposed to act without the approval of the secretary, these 
obscure men may at times shape the policy of the nation. 

Men who feel secure in their place, and are accustomed to the 
exercise of vicarious power, are likely to feel as important and capa- 
ble as their boss. They have even been known to regard him as a 
stuffed shirt. And if they have strong likes and dislikes, and are 
trusted to act without supervision, they will at times use the power 
of the boss to serve their own partisanship. 

Underlings in the State Department wield a mighty weapon. 
Though virtually unknown, they can use the whole power of the 
world’s greatest nation. And they do it at times, to benefit causes 
they personally favor er injure causes they personally abominate. 

We call it a government by the people, and so it is in Jarge meas- 
ure so far as domestic matters are concerned, but foreign policies 
that may lead to shame or war are often determined without the 
consent or knowledge of the people. 

National polls revealed that most Americans favored the side of 
the common people in Spain. (They were called Reds because they 
got help from Russia, but now England pleads for Russia’s help and 
nobody thinks her Red.) Despite .popular sentiment, somebody in 
the State Department made spectacular effort to prevent shipment 
of arms to the Loyalists. 

That wasn’t the end. When Roosevelt was in Warm Springs, 
somebody in the State Department recognized Franco's government 
last spring. And more recently, despite Franco's broken promises 
to return stolen American property, somebody in the State De- 
partment, waiting till congress had adjourned and Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau had sailed for Europe, slipped Franco a loan 
of $13,750,000. ; 

Maybe all of this was righteous and wise, but that isn’t the point. 
These things were done in the name of all our people. Did you 
authorize them? Did anybody have your consent or approval?

of world conditions.

Old-fashioned, simple food is 
the subject for today. More 
specifically the subject is cole 
slaw, an old stand-by which sci- 
entific findings have placed high 
in the list of important “protec- 
tive’ foods. Raw cabbage is one 
of the most important and cheap 
sources of vitamin C, the vitamin 
which has much to do with pro- 
tecting teeth and bones from de- 
cay. 

In cole slaw we find raw cab- 
bage at its best, usually it is 
drenehed in piquant § sauces or 
dressings which make it so zest- 
ful a dish that we quite forget 


'we are eating something good for 
us. 


Have you ever tried topping a 
dish of cole slaw with a layer of 
fresh cucumber pickle slices and 
circles of hard cooked eggs? Chop 
or shred the cabbage, which pre- 
viously has been thoroughly chill- 
ed and crisped by letting it stand 
for a few minutes in ice water. 
Shake off the water, or drain, and 
shred. Toss lightly with your fa- 
vorite mayonnaise or salad dress- 
ing, turn out on a platter and gar- 
nish as in the photo with crunchy, 
aromatic cucumber pickles and 
egg slices.
